Athens, April 82.— Fighting has been 
renewed at Doouul, wUoh in being oan- 
BOOaded by a Greek bri^^de advancing 
from Boag h ai i . The Turks have occu- 
pied the posto of Ligaria and Karatzo, 
wbldh ace itrategeticallj nuimportant, 
while the Greeks hare advanced and oc- 
cupy the Slati hill. 

The Tnrks yesterday tried to capture 
the poet of the Prophet BU, on the road 
to Tymavo, hnt wore repulsed. 

Grown Prince Constantiiie telegraphs 
from Larissa, the headquarters of tlio 
Greek forcee in Theualy: "We have 
kept an our positions and the eitiiation 
is excellent. Every road by which the 
Tnrks can descend into the Thessaliaa 
plain has been securt^ by the coiiren- 
tration of our troops. I can nut wire at 
greater length now. I am fighting my- 
self. So is Prince Nicholas. " 

The bombardment of Prevesa at the 
entrance of the Gulf of Arta has been 
very heavy during the past 24 honrs. 
The TnrklKh f^arrison lias been com- 
pletely isolated by tlio udvanco of the 
Greek troops. 

The report that the Greek fleet had 
.bombarded Platomona, on the west 
irhflVi OB the Onlf of Salonioa, is con- 
Armed. ' The Greek fleet also bombard- 
ed the town of Leptliokarya, adjoiuiug 
Platomona. The powder magazine of 
the Turks at Platomona was exploded 
by a Greek shell, causing mnoh damage 
and loss of life to the enemy. 

An official dispatch from Larissa says 
that the Greeks oontinne to defend the 
Mati pass. Tyrnavo ha.s been complete- 
ly abandoned by its inhabitants. 

M. Delyanuis has received telegrams 
ttom Greek deputies at Ldurissa, who de- 
dare that socoitding to the opinion of 
the officen tba situation is not yet com- 
promised, as the positions wcupicd by 
the Turks are of secondary importance. 

A diipatch from Arta says that the 
Greeks have captured the villages of 
Aghai, TsaprasU, ParaskoTi, Kirnikala, 
AUmebei and Jenioari, all of whioh 
hare been abandoned by the Torka. 

A dispatch received from Oommodore 
Kriezis, in command of the Greek 
squadron which has bombarded Plato- 
mona, says that 600 Turks were wound- 
ed daring the bombardment, bat the 
Greeks soatained no la«es. The aquad- 
ron has started for Kateiina. 

Telegrams from Prevesa say that the 
town would liave been occupied by the 
Greeks, but it was impossible to spare 
the men. Major Anzilouas, who gave 
the orders for the abandonment .of 
GritsovaU, has been replaced by Colonel 
Papastavre. 

Colonel Manos is meeting with bnt 
Uttle opposition. The Ttirks are col- 
lecting ut Pentepigivia, 20 miles south 
of Janina, where a decisive battle is ex- 
pected which will settle the fate of 
Janina. 

The pnblio STuqjiense hero is terrible, 
owing to tho lack of definite news. The 
government has roccived telegrams 
from Larissa ^ging the prompt dis- 
patch of reinforcements to tliat point, 
aa the Greek txoras are being ezhawted 
by the incessant Turkish attacks. 

All the shops are closed while prayers 
are being otrer«Hi in the churches for 
tho success of tho Greek troops. 

£veiy nerve is being strained to send 
all available men to the front. The pal- 
aoe guard and the gendameiie ^rtfl go 
tomorrow. Volunteer bands are organ- 
izing everywhere throughout the coun- 
try. In T)ies8aly t he •whole population 
is being aniied and made ready. Next 
treek thousands will start for the fruu- 
tte from the provinces long famous for 
the line quality of their lighting men. 

The last series of the Greek reeerres 
has now been called out . and fresh 
troops have bt^en sent to the frontier. 

Prince Oonstantine, the cro\Mi i)riiice

Laki^sa, April 23.— The first seriously 
plauneil battle took placo yesterday. 
Early in tiie niorniuK Kdhoni Pasha's 
advance guard, under Generals Mavi- 
omobali and Maoris, advanced Against 
the (^rei^ks in fuTco from Reveui, 
Bonghazi and St. EUas. The fighting 
wiMi greatly extended and the battle 
tagedtill late in the afternoon with 
varying fortune. 

The Greeks were assisted by thou- 
sands of irreguhirB, who hairasiied the 
Turkish outpoeta and wings, as weU as 
participated in thi general engagement. 
The Turks had an overwhelming su- 
periority in unmlxrs. They had oon- 
structed earthworks and trenches every- 
where, and in and belaud these awaited 
the attacks of the Greeks. 



t)n the whole, they oinnfi: tcmicumsiy 
to the side fences, while file (Jreek at- 
t4icked these again and again with the 
most desperate bravery. 

In spite of the furious attacks still 
made upon them the Greeks continue to 
hold the Reveni and Nezeros passes.

Tl'.f mobilization of 40 additional 
battalions has been decided upon and 
the enrollment of volnnteeni is being 
considered. 

The stuniy resistanoe offered by the 
Greeks was wlmlly niiexpecicd and the 
idea that the fon cs of l"'dhem Pa.sha 
would have a military iiioinenade to 
Larissa has already l>een abandoned. 

Telegrams received by the porte from 
the far \vestem provinces show that 
the Albanian irregulars are devastating 
the country in many Ir-calitics. jiikI es- 
pecially along the line of route between 
Prevesii and Janina. The local author- 
ities are powerless to restrain them. 

An impartial irade has been issued 
ordering the liuddsh fleet to avoid a 
battle at sea and remain under the pro- 
tection of the fortifications.

MKMi'ui.^i, April 23. — The sixth break 
in the Mississippi delta leveo system has 
occurred at a point a few miles south of 
Lake Providence, La., on the Missis- 
sippi side of the river. The break is 
quite a laqce one and a great volume of 
^vater is mddng into Ismquenna coun- 
ty. Miss. This county with the adjacent 
counties c.f Sliarkey and Yazoo have al- 
ready been partly inundated fixnn the 
e;irlier breaks and this crevasse, it is 
believed, will not materially affect the 
situation in that vicinity. The water 
will, of course, rise again but the swift 
flowing YoKoo will doubtless carry it 
back into the main ohannel again mth- 
in a short time. 

The water is gradually sprcaoing over 
Madison parish from the Biggs crevasse 
and it will be several weaka bcCora it 
Bubeidri. 

The riveir at Memphia is slowly fall- 
ing.

Tho association had an annual 
meeting here laft Friday, and Mr. Jo- 
seph, it is said, with some visiting com- 
panions, took a carriage to a cafe after 
the banquet. Becoming boisterous, 
Midcolm Hall, a young bo^ckeeper, 
who was with several ladie* in the 
cafe, remined Mr. Joseph of their pres- 
ence, bnt the swearing continued. 

Hall had Mr. Joseph indicted for 
swearing before ladiea and yesterdav 
afternoon Joseph was fined for the of- 
fense. As he .left the courthouse he 
ouned Hall, wlu> stmok him heavily in 
the face. Mr. Joseph fell and was 
taken td his residenoe. Paralysis, to 
whioh he was snbjeot, came on as a re- 
sult of the blow, and he died at mid- 
night.

Boston, April 22. — Willi.im Law, 
formerly of Worcester, Mass., bnt now 
with tiie Cuban iusergent army, has 
written a letter to a friend in Worces- 
ter, in whioh, under date of Juoaro, 
Puerto Principe, April 0, he says ; 

"I am in the heart of the flghtinfr. 
The Cubans have the best of it all 
through, but of course suffer >;reat 
hardship.^. The entire east end of the 
island is absolutely controlled by them, 
and most of the provinces of Santa 
ChurA and Pinar del Rio ; beside, Havana 
itself ia VBoartain and may fell any 
day. 

"A few days ago I saw ft battle be- 
tween 800 Onbana and two forte, de- 
fended by 1,000 Spanish troopa. It took 
the Oubsins lees than 80 minutes to take 
them and capture all the arms and can- 
non. 

"Of course, war is terrible. I see 
brought in men, women and children, 
who have been murdered by Spanish 
soldiers, whoee fiendish deeds are too 
awful to describe. I eaw, last week, 
the bodies of three beautiful little Cu- 
ban girls, aged 8, 6 end 4 years, n^spect- 
ively, their mother, a woman about M, 
and of two old womep, possibly ttO 
years of age, all in one heap, with their 
throats out. 

"Their war scpins to be on women 
and children. When tliev meet a body 
of Cuban troops they scarcely wait to 
fi;;lit, but throw down their arms and 
run." 

REASON fo r" his INSANITY.

Ci.NcixNATi, April 8S. — George Hob- 
son, tho clerk of (he court of Hamilton 
county, elected ty the Republicans in 
1895, who has been reported liopelessly 
insane nince last Sunday, was found 
by the county eominissioners uixin a 
brief examination of his accounts to be 
$10,000 short in his accounts. When 
taken to jail as an insane man laat Sun- 
day he sidd he was |90,000 short, bnt 
no mention was made of it. 

The commissioners last night notified 
the county prosecutor to file information 
with the courts that Hobson had l>een 
guilty of misconduct and shonld be su- 
perseded. There are many now who 
believe Hobson'g insanity is simulated. 
He is now in the hospital, apparently 
wholly demented. When informed of 
the shortage he was apparently vacant 
minded. 

RETIRED ARMY OFFICER DEAD. 

8uddeD Ueiiilie of Brif itdler Urueral Rich- 
ard W. Johnson. 

St. Paul, April 82.— Brigadier Gen- 
eral Richard W. Johnson. U. 8. A., re- 
tired, a gallant division commander 
during the war of the rebellion, died at 
his home 111 this citj- last night sud- 
denly of pneumonia, after an illness of 
only a few dajrs. It had been thought 
that he was recovering, when thera was 
a sudden relapaa, and death onma. 

General Johiiflon was bom in Liv- 
ingstone oonnty, Ky., Feb. 7, 1827; 
graduated at West Point in 1840, being 
that year stationed at Fort SndUng, 
Minn. In October, 1861, he was made 
brigadier general of volunteers. In 
October, 1867. he was retired with the 
rank of brigadier general m tbe regular 
army. He leaves a young wife and in- 
fant child besides two grown sons. 

Driven to Death by rolitiivt. 

Little Rock, April 22.— Uou. Voley 
V. Smith, ez-liieutenant governor and 
at Olio time the moit prominent fl^nre 
in Arkansas politics, died yesterday at 
the insane asylum, where he had liceii 
conlined several montlis. Mr. Smith 
heraiiie insane on the nionej- <iuestioii 
during the late presidential campaign 
and since his confliiement became very 
violent. He died of exhaustiuu. Mr. 
Smith served as consul to St. ThOBUUlin 
the Urant administration.

Sa\ Fkancisc o, April 22.— Thebark- 
entine ('ity of Papete, just arrived from 
Tahiti, brought news coniirmiug the 
report that Qnoen Nainae of the Raiatea 
islands waa captured by the French and 
sent into exile with her husband and 
the principal chiefs. 

Mrs. S. J. Hutchinson of the Holiness 
church of Los Angeles returned from 
the deposed queen's island on the t'ity 
of Papete, having been refused permis- 
si<m to do mission work there, us her re- 
ligion differ* d from that which is the 
established church on that inland, .s^he 
was allowed to land at Noiika Hiva. lnit 
was jin v.-iited from attempting to con- 
vert the natives. 

The war, which resulted in C^ueen 
Namae's exile, w. as brought to a close 
bv a severe bMyomr <lmrg(( of the 
Ireiich against the natnes, wlidse am- 
munition had become exliaused. Tho 
natives were erowdiMl lichind a breast- 
work and nearly everyone w;is killeil. 
The qneeii afterward snrrenden d. l ie- 
sides those e.viled with the (lueeii, mure 
than warriors were taken in a tnins- 
porf to Christmas island. As no water 
< (iul(l be found there the warnors were 
taken back to Nouka Hiva for further 
instructions. 

The othoen in charge of the prisoners 
was directed to take them to another 
island of the Marquezas group that M. 
Lichile had leased from the French gov- 
ernment for the purpose of using it its a 
cattle range. As soon as the natives 
were put on the island thev began to 
kill the cattle for food. When the City 
of Papete left the islands Lichtle was 
trying to get the government to remove 
the natives and to pay him foe the ani- 
mals killed.

F'.x-Congressman Geo. M. Thomas is 
making strong efforts to inherit Hunter's 
votes. Ex-Congressman John W. Lewis, 
of Springfield, is expected and will shy 
his cffjtpr i^to the ring along with Con- 
gressmen Evans and Colson, who will 
come on from Washington in a few days. 

Mr. B. F. Bennett, of Greenup ; George 
W. Jolly, of Owensboro, and John Feland, 
of Hopkinsville, are all here, with their 
lightning rods up. State Senator John 
Bennett, of Richmond, and Bepresisnta- 
tive Stoll, of Lexiogton, bavo beeu men- 
tioned frequently as senatorial possibili- 
ties, and some effective but secret mis- 
sionary work ia beinc^done by the friends 
of both. 

The fight in the caucus will be between 
Elolt and Deboe, unless Duboe is with- 
drawn as the Hunter candidate. There 
is a well-grounded minor to-night that 
Mayor Todd, of Loui«vilIe» will be anbsti- 
tuted for Deboe. The ifayor himself 
tacitly admits that he is a candidate. 
However, this may be, it ia certain that 
Holt will represent the anti'Hunter ele- 
ment, and that one other candidate will 
receive the solid backing of the Hunter 
people. 

These are the inside facts of the sitna- 
tiou. The random aspirations of the 
score or more candidates who ar»here or 
on the way, do not in the present situa- 
tion constitute factors of any importance. 
A regular noae finieh ia probable in the 
caucus. 

A number of men who have been Hun- 
tcr'ij principal strength will leave him in 
the new caucus. Among them are Geo. 
Lieberth and Tot Bumara, w^o lead the 
movement. They are both for Holt. 

To-night the men who have supported 
Hunter but will oppose his candidate in 
the new caucus are in conference with 
Hon. Sam M. Taylor, Mark Henna's rep- 
resentative here. They believe that they 
will have five or six votes which were 
ainung the thirty-eight which nominated 
Hunter. This would give the anti-Hun- 
ter people control of tbe caucus, and 
would mean the defeat of DeboSt T^^cld, 
or any other man whom the Honter peo- 
ple might put up. 

The one feature of the situation to- 
night ia the development of this ses- 
•lon from tbe Hunter organization. Tbe 
extent ot it, more than anything else, 
will determine the nomination. 

Tbe foUowtng new billa have been 

oflbred< 

Amending tbe revenue law, flxiog a li- 
cense of $500 for any person, company or 
cjrporatiun charging more than 7 per 
cent, on money loaned on chattel mort- 
gages, and f200 for retailing cigarettes.' 

An act authorizing the Board of Sink- 
ing Fund Commissioners to donate the 
interest of the State in turnpike roads to 
counties in certain cases. This bill gives 
the board authority to donate turnpike 
stock where pikes will be made free. 

A bill requiriug trust companies, when 
they qualify aa guardian, trustee, com- 
mittee or asaign, to give bond with se- 
curity like individuals. 

Tiie Hunter people went after tbe As- 
sistant Adjutant-General again, and the 
committee reported favorably on a bill to 
reduce his salary to S250 per year. It 
also provides for reducing the Adjutant- 
Cieneral's salary from $2,000 to $1,2Q0, and 
the Arsenal KeOper'a aalary from fWO to 

$600. 

The bill to issue State bonds for $600,- 
000 has passed both houses and only re- 
mains for the signature of the presiding 
oflScers and the Governor. The Governor 
will sign the bill, as be recommended its 
passage. 

Dr. Ilnntor withdrew lastlnight. The 
fight in the caucus to succeed him has 
narrowed down to Holt and Deboe.

JUjfi yr(9«tli^ .coj^ilitiuna.of tbe pait 
Mvan dajn presents! ftractlcally • coo- 
tinutnce of tlioee for tl)o several preced- 
ing we*k«, cscapt tkuit (larinff tn« Lut 
tlifM dikfB, the maeli fHah«d for BamhiM 
prevailed, stimnUting to tome de((r«e 
the growth of vegetfition, despite the low 
tMBpenture which Maompanied it. Th« 
early part of the week was cloudy and 
raia? throughout the State, the majority 
of Itttiona reporting three days with rain- 
UkW, aod «ome few four days. In only a 
few Mattered (nantfee did the amqant 
exceed the normal however, the greater 
portion of the btate receiving slightly 
)eM than the average. Ooming ai it did 
after a protracted period of excenB it 
served to lieep the soil in such a condition 
as to render it unfit for plowing and bad 
tba ^ect of retarding general farm work. 
Tha abundant sunshine and brisk winds 
of the iMt three da^'s resulted in consid- 
erable improvement and this week cloeed 
with a more favorable ontlook^than at 
any previous time. 

The temperature remained low throngh- 
ont the week, the daily average^ranidng 
from ()° to 10° below the normal. Frost 
was general and in some oeeUoni heavy 
tha 17th and ISjth, bat ao hr no n> 
ports of oerioaa damage hava been re- 
ceived. 

Western Section.— The condition of 
ogricnltural interests has been Isliphtly 
less favorable in this, than in other sec- 
tiona of the State. All correspondeota 
report great backwardness in the aeason, 
bat do not speak discouragingly ot the 
prospect. The favorable conditions of 
the laat half of the week permitted the 
raaamption of plowing for com on the 
uplands, but the bottom lands arc still 
too wet for the work, and but a very 
small proportion of it haa been done. 
Vary litti*, if any, corn has been planted. 
Tha. lowing of oats has not been com- 
pletad, and is making vary alow progresa. 
From one-halt to two-thirds of the crop 
has been planted. Some of |tlie earlier 
"own portion is up and looks well. 
Wheat is in generally tine condition, but 
a fisw complaints are made that it is yel- 
loadng for lack of sunshine. Clover and 
graaiaa of all kinds ara doing well, and 
stock haa been tamed oat in the pas- 
tures. The condition of tobacco plants 
has improved during the week,, though a 
aeareitj of them is reported from a nam- 
ber of counties. Reports xene rally in- 
dicate that fruit escaped serious damage 
recent frosts. Bat little gardening be- 
yond the plantini; of a few potatoes in 
favored local ties has been done. 

Central Section.— All forms of vegeta- 
tion made very slow progress duriog the 
week and farm work is backward in moat 
counties of this section at] least two 
ijreeka. Everything is at a standstill, 
and, aniess a marked improvement in 
weather conditions comes very soon, 
farmers will be very late in the coinple- 
t'on of spring work. A faw oorreapond- 
( n a in the more southerly counties re- 
port some fields ot corn planted, but the 
majority atate that very little progreas 
has been made in the work otjplowing 
for the crop on account of continued 
dampness of Iba aoU. The sowing of 
oats is still in progress, and although the 
work is backward, it is farther advanced 
than in other sections. Wheat is re- 
ported by the majority of correspondents 
to be in fine condition, bat some few 
atate that its growth is too rapid, and 
from others come reports that during ttv» 
piMi few days it has yellowed in places. 
Grasses continue to make good progress. 
Tobacco plants ore up in the beds, and 
in moat ooantiaa a plentiful supply seems 
assured. Practically no gardening has 
been done ai yat. It will require some 
tlma to datormhie the extenttof damage 
by frost to fruit, but the indications are 
that it has not been serious in moat 
counties. 

Eastern Section.— Despite i.the lower 
temperatures e-tperiencedjin this sectioo, 
farm work, though very backward, is 
rjlativaly jn advance of that in other 
pirtsr^ rflM State. This -ia^ eopedally 
true.o^ ^ha more southerly counties, re- 
ports InMn Clay, Laurel and adjacent 
counties indicating that plowing for corn 
and the seeding of oats is completed. 
Tliia work is still very bacjiward in the 
northara coanties ot this section, espec- 
ially in those bordfijQg jvpon thephi(>. 
Wheat and grass oontiada to ;improva. 
It is probable that the I frost caused 
greater ^IVm*Mf^^i^ Miiit.Jn other 
aectiona of the State, but ita extent can 
noLy/St be determined. Tobacoo plants 
appear to be doing fairly well, but the 
correspondent in Fleming County reports 
them to ho very scarce. Similar reports 
coma from other counties. Some little 
garden'ni has been aocompllahed in the 
soathern portions of this section, but 
elsewhere none has been done.
